EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art of record Flat et al. (US 5,993,965) teaches compositions which provide 
protective coatings to polyamide fibers comprising epoxidized polybutadienediol having 
an OH at each end of the chain, specifically Poly BD 600/605, which in addition may 
have vinyl comonomers (column 2, lines 6-44), however does not teach polybutadiene 
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grafted with maleic anhydride. Another newly found art, Soane et al. (US 6,472,476), 
teaches soil repellant finishes for fibrous substrates (column 2, lines 20-30) wherein the 
fabric treatment composition comprises fluoropolymers and poly(butadiene-graft-maleic 
anhydride) (column 6, lines 30-40), however this reference does not teach hydroxyl- 
terminated poly(butadiene-graft-maleic anhydride). Therefore, the claims are allowable 
over the prior art of record because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest stain 
resist compositions or methods comprising hydroxyl-terminated polybutadiene grafted 
with maleic anhydride.
